reason of our presence here, that transportation, the 
transmission line is installed and the services are available 
in Ross River. I think generally better services are 
available’ in Ross. River.asa.a, result. of our) presence( here- 
ImGaid onevofethe Continuing fbenetresmwould bee the 

continuing high level of exploration activity, because we 

are here in the midst of one of the most promising lead-zinc 
provinces in the world, that should yield additional 


large ore bodies, the size of Anvil or like that. 


On the balance, we see our impact 
as positive and desirable, although we do not believe that 
it was a very great impact. We have in our labour force | 
employed native employees and I believe right now our total | 
native employment is approximately twelve per cent of our 
labour yiorce: 
So this is another benefit. As to 
what ee ts ifjany, we have for the use for Canada, I think 
that occasionally, we ought to, although we are so far 
removed, we ought to think of Canada. It is our country 
and we have earned foreign exchange, which is required throug 
export of minerals, which we produce here. We have provided 
greater employment opportunity for Canadians here, and we 


have provided a greater tax base for our government to 


collect taxes directly from us, and of course, indirectly 


from our employees and from those with whom we deal. 
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So, all in all, I think that we 
are rightly proud with our accomplishments and as you have 
already heard from our Mayor, we are really proud of this 
community and of the people that live here. I venture 
to say that if you compare the size of this community with 
many others that you will find very few people of the 
calibre of our Mayor and Mr. McCall, our Member of the 
Legislative Assembly, and Mr. Jim McLachlan who addressed 
you this morning. So competence and deep knowledge of the 
Situation here. 

Secondly, Mr. Chairman, I would 
like to deal with your second question which talks about 
undesirable impact from the pipeline. Although we didn't 
have sufficient time to analyse this in depth, everyone will 
face some social and economic impact from this pipeline, and 
the question, of course, is how to minimize that?

And so as a final statement, that 
Native people have a high profile and that at the time of 
this aaved sie hearing, not only that, there was a high 
profile in Canada of the Native people because of the land 
claims -- the revision of the Indian Act, the aboriginal 
rights and so on. I think that Native people have to take 
advantage of this and use it to the best of Che Pei tabases ty 
and to really work hard and to be united. 

The reason I'm coming out strong 
in Faro, I want the Faro people to know how we feel about 


this because I don't think they're really aware. I want

We, the Ross River Indian Band 
members, eae that a large scale development such as the 
pipeline in the Yukon at this time, before land claims 
settlement, would have a negative effect on our people. 

Wesare not wready+for this,.type of 
huge development. We would not be able to benefit from it. 
We do not have skilled native persons that would benefit 
from employment on a pipeline construction and also any jobs 
offered, would not be permanent in nature. 


We would be experiencing a price 
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hike in groceries and fuel et cetera, and this would make it 
extremely difficult for a large percentage of our people. 
There would probably be environmental damage too. We, there 
fore, sincerely believe that it is essential and imperative 
that our land claims be settled and implemented before any 
pipeline development takes place in the Yukon Territory. 

Prior to any mining development in 
our area, the local native peoplerelied mainly on the land as 
their means of survival. Also, the people at that time, 
lived in log houses that were built solely by themselves 
without the assistance of the Department of Indian Affairs. 
Welfare was virtually unknown during this time. Only some 
of the widows received assistance in the form of a small 
sum of money known as ‘ration'. 

For example, a widow with seven 
children would usually receive the sum of thirty-eight 
dollars a month to feed herself and her children. The peopl 
spent most ee their time in the bush. The winter months 
would be spent in trapping and the summer months would be 
spent in drying meat and fish, et cetera. Also at that time, 
there was more social compatibility and sharing among our 
people than,there is today. 

Then during the early 1960's, we 
began to get independent prospectors and mining companies, 
at-fireteon- a small scale, but. Mater «in fubhlyforce.«yWieh ‘the 


discovery and opening of Anvil Mine in the mid 1960's, more 
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1 developments took place. The Campbell Highway was put 
2] through, linking Carmacks to the Watson Lake area. As more 

7 families settled in the Ross River area, it became necessary 
‘ to bring in a nursing station, RCMP, schools and more 

5 business were started. For example, hotels, garages, gas 
6 | stations, bars and grocery stores, and all these development 

7 | that have occurred, have had an effect on our way of life, 

8 mainly the following. I have them in numbered form here. 

9 (1) There were ample employment 
10 | opportunities for the local men when the mining companies 
1} first came to our area, but now the exploration companies 
12| are bringing their entire working crew in from the cities. 
a Today, there are only several men that are presently working 
14 | for the mining companies. 

15 (2) There is also a scarcity of

For example, during the period of 1965, we 
did not have any deaths that were directly related to alcoho 
abuse, but for the periods of 1965/76, we had twenty deaths 
that were dinectiby trékatreddictg alcohol cabus@ah lkifteemrpecple 
out of the eighteen were intoxicated at the time of their. 
death. he eee details as follows: 

In 1966, we had one death - male 
adult; 1967 we had two deaths - babies, 1968 we had one 
death - baby; 1970 we had two deaths - adult females; and 
'71 we had one death - adult female; and in 1972 we had 
three deaths - one adult male and two female adults; 1973 we 
had four deaths - four adult male; and in '74 we had one 
death - adult male; in 1975 we had five deaths - two adult 


males, one teen and two children; in 1976 we had one death - 
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| adult male.

These North Americans are daily 
partners in most every aspect of our lives and we are 
astuaing ourselves if we think that we can live a current 
prosperity standards without our fellow Canadians or 
neighbouring Americans.

What is social justice? Social justice has to be taken into 

consideration, the question of differing values and cultures. 

Social justice and culture. has ditrerent meanings in 

different societies. There is the political, legal, economic 

justice. Rich people and persons with means benefit from 

laws, but poor people, and I'm referring to the native people, 


Caner peneric, from laws. 


Traditional cultural laws were 
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easily accessable to people. The Indian culture faces’"a 
breakdown. I'm referring now to international laws that 
were made by western nations, and I'm referring to Canada 
especially in this case. For instance, the multi-national 
corporations. Industrial countries had traditional attitude 
towards the poor people, in this case the native people. I 
feel that they are now in this position as a race.

seems to be the key word these days. 


There are those who want to accept,

but as their choice, not to be imposed on them. If you 
seriously considered these alternatives, then the native 
people will participate willingly. 

My final conclusion.is yes, we 
can have social justice for native peoples and economic 
development, but with their participation fully. I think

we adjourned here in Burwash Landing on the first of June.

For the very few who 
weren't, perhaps I can just take a moment to introduce the 
Board. 

My name is Ken Lysyk, and with

as you will know, is to report to the Government of Canada on 
the first of August to tell them what we have learned during 
these hearings about the attitudes of Yukoners to the proposed 
pipeline along the Alaska Highway. We are also to say some- 
thing to the Government about what we have learned concerning 
what the effects would be of building such a pipeline and 
one or two other matters as well. 

Let me just say again, that it's 


very important that we hear from as many people as possible to 


‘learn what they think is good about the pipeline proposal, wha 
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theyethinksals not,sosgood, Serhaps with respect to some 
of the problems that a pipeline would create if anyone has 
a suggestion that they would like to pass along about how 
some of the problems could be kept to a minimum if the 
pipeline is proposed, of course, we will be pleased to hear 
that as well. 

Since we were here, we have 
completed hearings at the other highways, south along the 
Alaska Highway. We have also been in Ross River and in

We also have a big problem in 
the area of education. At present the school system is 


hopelessly inadequate. You can count the number of high 


school graduates in a village here on one hand. The curriculur 


is one designed for B.C. urban children, not rural Yukoners. 
Y.T.G. is very slow and reluctant to make any changes, let 
alone support us in developing our own school system. 
bf vas pipe line ,is built and the 

white population of the Yukon increases,there will be many 
more children from the south who will succeed in the present 
system, ana Y.1T.G. will be even more reluctant to changes. 

| Alcohol abuse is another problem 
we are trying to cope with. Already many people here in the 
village have chosen to quit drinking, and we are hoping to 
start an alcohol program in the near future that will help 
other people. Our biggest obstacle that we need to overcome 
is the number of people who do not live here, but who come 
here only to drink. It is not the way of our old people to 


kick guests out of their houses, and they are really taken 


advantage of. 
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With a construction camp of 
five hundred men seven miles up the road, this problem can 
only get worse. 
In closing, I would like to 
say that we need the time to solve our problems in our own 
way. For years Indian Affairs, R.C.M.P., Department of Social 
Welfare, and other government organizations have been trying 


to solve our problems, and they have not succeeded. All we 


want is to be given a chance to continue with our own 
solutions and to get on our feet again. 

If a pipeline is built now, our 
chances for success will be very small indeed. Thank you. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Thank you very 
much for that presentation, Ms. Johnson.

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gain must end now. 

The Indian people, after the 
construction of the pipeline will be the only ones left to 
piece their culture together. We have become a minorityein 


our own country. In order for us to develop and govern 


| 
ourselves in the manner in which we choose, we must be given 
the time to do so. Native organizations and Band councils 

are in the early stages of developing leadership and the | 
skills needed to cope with the present situation. 


We have been subject to years 


of indifference and colonialism by the white system. We 


Nor, are we going to be shoved in to another situation where 


| 
are not prepared to live-.under these conditions any more. 
we will be forced to accept your decision. If a decision is | 


made to construct the pipeline, and the land claims settlement 


is not settled, you will be denying us one of our basic 


| 
rights as human beings. You will also be denying us the 
opportunity eo plan and determine our future as we see fats 

The pipeline issue has, and will create, a rift between the 
two cultures in the Yukon. 

I caution you as representatives 
of your government to be very careful in your deliberations 
and decisions. This land is not yours to take, aed ar 
be longs to the Indians.

MR. CHAIRMAN: Okay, can I ask

MS. JOHNSON: My name is Gloria 


Johnson, and I'm speaking as the Welfare Administrator for 


this area, and also the community development. What I wanted 


to speak about is the social impact that the pipeline will 


have to our people and also to our community. 


How are the old people to survive! 
| 
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on the money they now receive from the old age pension? I'm 
speaking for the older members of the community who rely on 
the old age pension to survive. 

The pipeline will definitely 
cause inflation and one of my worries is that the old people 
now have very little money from the Government. What 


preventative measures has the government taken to combat 


problems such as alcohol abuse and crime within our 


community if the pipeline does go through? 

In what areas will the pipeline 
benefit our community and our people? It will create jobs, 
but only for a limited amount of time. It will also cause 
the price of everything else to go up. There are only a 
number of people in the community who are employed full 
time, and the rest of the community has to rely on seasonal 
work, and the old members of the community have to rely on 
their old age pension. Right now we have very little people 
who will be wiaiwetea for positions on the pipeline, other 
than labour work. 

The Kluane Tribal Brotherhood 
Band is now handling more programs than the government, and 
it's also venturing into economic development to create and 
employ people from this community on a yearly basis. The 
pipeline will only cause a split within the community by 
having people more interested in pipeline work than what 


the Band will be offering. 
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What will happen to people who 
only collect a straight salary? Their incomes cannot meet 
thespricetofeintlation, CAt thisstimeithereMabout six people 
who collect salaries by handling programs from the Department 
of Indian Affairs. We only get a limited amount of funds from 
the Federal Government to do this, and this is calculated by 
the amount of the:people we have in the community. 

In chosingyh I iwowld like, te | 
state that there will be many social and economic problems | 
faced by the Indian people in small communities, such as pies 
That the pipeline will only benefit those that have businesses 
along the highway, and that the pipeline will only create more 
problems for Indian people who are on a lower economic and 
social scale. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Thank you, Ms. 
Johnson, for coming forward with that statement. 

MS. CARLICK: My name is Alice 
Camlreckey was born and raised here in this village. On 


this presentation I will go back to the beginning as far as 


in the bush and just live there. To me it was just beautiful 
to sit at a dog team and to travel down the mountain trails. 

There was not too many white 
people here then, but there was enough white people then to 
give our parents alcohol. 


| 
I can remember. When I was a young child we used to go out 
Then the worse was yet to come. | 
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They took us away from our homes. They took us away from our 
parents and sent us five hundred miles away to attend school. 
When there was a school ten miles down the road. 

I'm sure they thought they were 
doing something good for us, but they really weren't. Because 
Of thier can't speak or understand my own native tongue. Now 
I'm kind of stuck in between. It's like being caught between 
two worlds. You want to fit in to the whiteman's way, but 
there’ siaylonging to’ go back and Dive lin thé’ bush #2%P know 
now that we will never be able to go back to what it was like 
before,’ before the white people came. 

But we will have to try and make 
things better now. I know and believe that God gave us this 
land to take care of it the best we can with His help. 

The Government has taken away 
our responsibilities, then they wonder why the native people 
are the way they are now. First they took their children | 
then they paid them to care for their families, thus taking 
away the husband's responsibilities. Some people don't | 
realize what a change it will be upon the native people in 
the Yukon. All they care about is the money it will bring 
to their businesses. That's all they can see. 

Then there are some who agree to 
the pipeline, because then they will be gone in a year or So. 


What about the people in Foothills and in Ottawa and in the | 
United States? They agree to it because they don't live here, | 
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Ms. M.J. Johnson 


and they are not one of us. You ask people along the highway 
who was here before they came, and they'll tell you the 
native people were. 

In closing I want you to think 
seriously about this pipeline before it goes through. How | 
much damage has already been done to this land and it's 
people and the animals? Whatever the outcome of this are 
it's still in God's hands. | 

That's ali I have to say. |

MS. JOHNSON: My name is Mary

I was born and raised around 


this country, and I too was sent away for school when I was 
small, and I was sent away when I was very young from one of 
the diseases that was brought up the highway. I can remember 
when I was about five years old my mother was sent away in an 
ambulance and we were running behind her, and then grandma 

and them being so afraid, because all their children died from

those diseases too. | 
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And then later I was sent away 
to a convent in Whitehorse. It wasn't to a residential school 
because I was non-status. And then coming back here later 
when my mother was out of the hospital and growing up and 
then going off to school again in Whitehorse, and then coming 
back, and trying to distinguish for myself what kind of life 


I was going to lead. Either in a white man's way or an 


Indian way. It was really hard to decide. And it hurt a 
lot, because -- I don't know, there was so many forces that 
Weromingthere, trying = Wwoushadsto «qo, this way, on that. way 
and when you went this way, you left all this behind. You 
couldn't be half, even though the government looked at you 
as half-breed, as a non-status Indian. 

Bute for myself, I choose to wlive 
right around here, and I don't like to see it destroyed any 
more. I can't understand our language. I go to visit my 
grandma, I can't understand them, and it should be that I do. 


I sit home and I talk to my children in that language, but I
